C.R.S.G Hit by Saboteur

Information has leaked out con- 
cerning the technical difficulties 
encountered by Radio Sir George 
on Friday, the 7th of this month.

In recent months there has been 
a great deal of contradictory 
criticism of our Prime Minister 
and his style of govern-

E.xpress-ion 


The death of the short lived Daily Express was 
an event that should have been expected and 
should not be considered as another indication of a 
decline in the English language newspaper busi- 
ness in Montreal. 

The Express was the brainchild of Joseph Azaria 
one time publisher of the successful Midnight and 
the Police Gazette. During its forty four editions it 
never managed to exceed an average daily circula- 
tion of twenty thousand copies. 

The philosophy behind the newspaper was that 
Montreal needed an English language morning 
alternative to the often dismal Gazette. Yet, except 
in some of the better sports spreads, the Express 
seldom raised its editorial quality above that of a 
being a pale reflection of publications of the Mid- 
night genre. 

Mr. Azaria made two serious mistakes in ex- 
panding the Sunday Express, in itself able to exist 
only because there is no competition on Sunday in 
the newspaper field. First he gambled, and lost, that 
the editorial format of the New York Daily News 
which features an ultra conservative editorial ap- 
proach, girlie pixs, a photo centerfold and grossly 
misleading headlines would be gobbled up by the 
average Montrealer. 

He compounded the first error by assuming that 
the mentality of the average Montrealer was such 
that they would sop up a sufficient number of 
copies each day to put profits into the publishers 
pocket. 

Even without considering the quality of the Daily 
Express, which was very poor for a professional 
press, any objective analysis of the potential market 
and a basic knowledge of what's going on in Tor- 
onto, New York, Vancouver and other large cities 
should have told Mr. Azaria that he could not suc- 
ceed. And of course he didn't. 





ploitation of Chinese and immi- 
grant Irish labour that drove the 
railhead to the west coast. 

lt is indeed curious what some 
people will do (and not do) and 
how some groups will act (and not 
act) over some things.

A Yeat-ful 


Review

The Centaur Theatre offered its third production for viewing this 
week, and I can only wish that they had offered it for slaughter, instead. | 
don't wish to be unkind—obviously a lot of work went into the trio of 
Yeats plays that were presented—but, for the first time this season, I was 
disappointed with the Centaur’s production. 

It is not the acting that I'm complaining about; it’s the choice of plays. 
The first play, At Hawks-Well, was highly symbolic, highly intellectual, 
and highly boring. I don’t mean to say that I dislike plays that are 
deep—what else can one expect in a play about a well? But At Hawks- 
Well left me quite uninterested. Briefly, it was a play in which the hawk 
symbolized immortality. At one point, the cast unfolede a large cloth 
with the emblem of a hawk on it. All I can say is that that was the 
biggest piece of sheet I've ever seen. Next. 

The second play was A Full Moon in March, and was good only in 
comparison to the first play. But in all honesty, I did enjoy the inter- 
mission. 

The second play was highlighted by the marvelous dancing of 
Rosemary Toombs. But by this time, it took more than a couple of high 
kicks and splits to make me sit up and take notice. I took a good 
show—which was finally given in the third play. 

The third play, The Cat and the Moon, made the whole evening seem 
worthwhile. Richard Donat excelled as the Blind Beggar, as did Brian 
Stavechny as the Lame Beggar. The storyline was distinguishable, and 
good. The humour was well brought out, and the production impeccable. 
At the very start of the play, Mr. Donat did the finest Swedish accent I'd 
ever heard. Unfortunately, he was supposed to be doing an Irish one at 
the time. But this was corrected after a few lines, and I was totally caught 
up in the sheer enjoyment of the play. Good show—finally. 

The plays will be running till January 29, and on January 23, the Cen- 
taur cast will be holding a teach-in on Yeats. I would recommend going 
to the teach-in before attempting the plays.

For a riotous yet thoroughly 
disturbing evening at the cinema 
one should not miss WR: 
Mysteries of The Organism, now 
playing at the Festival Cinema. 

It is a pop art collage of sexo- 
logical essays, political satire, old 
Russian films deifying Stalin, 
newsreels, on-the-spot interviews 
and a fictional fable on sexual poli- 
tics. The result is a pointed study 
of the sexual nature of authori- 
tarian regimes and their urge to 
kill for peace. 

As a springboard for all this, 
director Dusan Makvejev recaps 
the career and theories of Wilhelm 
Reich. Expelled from the Com- 
munist Party Reich came to the 
United States and set up a research 
centre in Maine where he was 
watched suspiciously by F.D.A. 
agents. Tried as a criminal he was 
sent to Lewisburg Penitentiary 
where he died in 1957. All his 
written work was burned. His 
disciples claim that his was a judi- 
cial murder ressembling that of 
Christ. 

The United States cashed in on 
this by turning his centre into the 
ORGONON MUSEUM, named af- 
ter the Orgone Box, a sauna type 
box Reich invented to cure various 
ailments. It operated on the prin- 
ciple of trapping static electricity 
particles from the air and exposing 
the patient tothe resultant radia- 
tion. Some of his patients claimed 
that it cured cancer. 

One of Reich’s theories dealt 
with man’s predilection to repress

All the above is interspersed 
with interviews and sessions with 
such exotic people as Jim Buckley, 
editor of SCREW, erotic art sculp- 
tress Betty Dodson, Tuli Kupfer- 
berg of the Fugs, and a transvestite 
Warhol superstar. 

Makavejev concludes with a 
poignant humanist song by Soviet 
underground poet Bulat Okudjava. 

The Make love not war message 
has never been so wittily presen- 
ted.
